As a fitting close to Father 
and Son week we can think of 
nothing better than a review of 
a book which all father’s should 
read. It is obtainable at ‘the 
Richmond library and is written 
by Farifax Downey whose ini- 
timable style makes the book 
one well worth reading even if 
yOu don’t believe half of what 
he says. And who can for Fair- 
fax has attacked the young fath- 
er’s side of domestic life from 
the humorous angle, 

Although practically all of the 
incidents described are from real 
lite they are presented in such 
a way that. the young papa will 
have many a good laugh over 
his own experiences, 

The introduction sets forth 
that the book “Father's First 
Two Years,” is for and, ot the 
Submerged half—if that is not 
too flattering a fiction for 
fathers. May it result in, as 
Horatius said during his famous 
bridge finesse, ‘‘a little justic:.”

WASHINGTON, Noy. 14.—Inves- 
tigation of the General Electric 
company cne of the most power- 
ful corporations in the United 
States and accused of Ure: 
out right and left like an octpus 
to. gain complete control of power 
and lighting interests throughout 
the country was begun by the 
Federal Trade commission today. 

It is planned to make this probe 
of the most far reaching sever 
undertaken by the Federal gov- 
ernment into an alleged financial 
autecracy.

Already a large force of in-
